Thousands of awestricken Neapo- 
litans are watching the fiery glow in 
the sky above Mount Vesuvics, 
which is hurling showers of incan- 
descent stones into the air. 

Neighbouring villagers terri- 
fied by severe earthquake shocks 
have fled from their homes and 
spent the night in the fields. 


There has, so far, been no | 


damage, but Professor Mal- 

ladra, Director of the Mount 

Vesuvius Observatory has 

issued a grave warning that 

a serious eruption may occur 

in the Spring. 

He explains that the outlet of 
the voleano is decreasing in size 
and if it continues to decrease 
the volcano may blow out another 
outlet, a catastrophe ‘which hap- 
pened in 1929, when a village was 
destroyed by ‘lava. — Reuter,

Within the next year a cyclist 
will be able to pedal throug! the 
Long Rhine valley on a road built 
entirely for his convenience. 

Already many of the roads 
liave separate sections for push- 
pikes only, and in the towns the 
outside sections of the pavements 
are invariably reserved for these 
vehicles. Now the Rhineland 
provincial authorities have decid- 
ed not only to extend these bicy- 
cle pathways very considerably, 
but algo to build quite indepen- 
dent roads in all parts of the Pro- 
vince, * 

The new bicycle roads will be 
built mainly by. so-called labour 
volunteers, young unemployed 
men who are willing to work on 
officially organised schemes: for 
very little more than their board 
and lodging. The Provincial 
Council is to underate athird of 
the cost. ee . 
“The project is the outcome of 
several years’ agitation on the 
part of many bicycle clubs in the 
Rhineland. These have convin- 
ced the authorities that there is 
still a future for the bicycle, pro- 
viding the roads are made safe 
for it.—Reuter. ;

{Making An Accumulator Carrier. 


Every owner of 2 valve wireless 
set needs a carrier for use when 
the accumulator has to be recharg- 
éd. You can make the carrier 
shown in the diagrams from odd 
pieces of packing case wood half an 
inch thick. No sizes are given,.as 
accumulators vary a good deal, but 
you can easily measure. your  ac- 
cumulator and cut the wood accord-

The top diagram shows the 
finished carrier with its handle; the 
lower one shows how the various 
parts fit together. The bottom 
part A, should be sawn a quarter of 
an inch longer and wider than the 
accumulator. The two ends B, B, 
should be the same width as the Lot- 
tom part, and‘half an inch higher 
than the accumulator. The four 
side strips are a little Jess than one- 
third the height of the end pieces 
in width. . her 

In fixing the parts together, first 
screw the two ends to the bottom, 
putting three screws in each, as 
‘shown in the diagrams.’ See that 
the end are quite square with the 
bottom. The four side strips are 
fixed by two scrows in each end. At 
a‘quarter of an inch from the lower 
edge of cach lower side strip, make 
four holes with a bradawl right 
through into the bottom part of the 
carrier. Then drive four screws 
in cach side. Countersunk screws 
should be used throughout, so that 
all the holes must ‘be countersunk 
with a rose-bit before the screws 
are driven in. 

For the handle, obtain a piece ‘of 
stout leather strap, about one inch 
wide and twice ag’ long as’ the

Work the flowers in orange, yellow, 
red, blue and lavender. Give some 
black centres, others yellow or 
orange. Leaves and stems are 
green. . ‘ 

‘The three diagrams show three 
different ways of embroidering the 
blossoms. The first has daisy loop 
petals and a French—knot -centre; 
the second hns a buttonhole-stitched 
wheel and a satin-stitch centre; and 
has three French-knots -in the 
centre. All stems are worked in 
stem-stitch, and leaves in. agatin- 
stitch. . 
"When you have finished: the em- 
broidery, fold the material ‘on the 
wrong side and sew up the two 
sides. Turn-right side out, put in 
the cushion, stitch’ up, the opening, 
and sew on a crochet wool cord, in 
‘one of the embroidery colours, as 
an edging. -

These treasures, gathered by his 
Imperial forebcars—the greatest col- 
lectors in history—are at present 
under control of a man about his own 
ago who is a. member of the pro- 
Jetarlan clan of Chang.

out of his Forbidden City in 1924, and 
since that time he has had no access 
to the library of his imperial forc- 
runners, the encyclopedia edited by 
his cultured ancestor Chien Lung or 
the stundard Chineso dictionary com- 
plicd by his warrior-scholat incestor, 
the great Kang Hsi. Now, in the 
: Barracks of Hesinking, Pu-yi 


mystery thrillers of Edgar Wallaco 
and the machinations of Fu Manchu. 
Vy-yi is not without a mind of his 
own, although his definite stands’ are 
taken on trivial ceremonial matters 
rather than on the large issues of

Nothing is harder to verify than 
the many rumours regarding the man- 
ner in which Pu-yi was “pried” out 
of his Tientsin retreat and his con- 
sequent relations with the Japanese 
military group that created “Manchu- 
ku’ But Pu-yi’s cartier attitude 
gives a basis: for estimating them. 

He never received other than dis- 
honest and rude treatment at the 
hands of the various Chinese repu- 
blican factions~-who failed to pay the 
annuity guaranteed the deposed 
family at abdication and who finally 
drove him out of his own grounds. 
Yet he desired to be a Chinese patriot 
rather than a disaffected schemer 
against the government. This was 
due to the training of Professor Re- 
ginald Johnston, the English tutor of 
his youth. 

In.this he has‘a parallel in Chang 
Hsuch-liang, who, taught in Western 
idenla of patriotism ‘by: his veteran 
adviser, W. H. Donald, on Australian 
newspaper man, has repeatedly acted 
against his own personal interest and 
in that of Chinese national unity— 
even though it’ has meant the loss of 
his father’s provinces, ~ 

Since coming of age Pu-yi is known 
to have evaded repented proposals for 
restoration of the throne or for dam- 
aging the Chinese Republic. His 
eightday. experience as restored Em- 
peror in 1917, when ho was 12 years 
old, has hung over him like a night- 
mare. Upon taking residence in 
Tientsin ho annoynced that he had de- 
moted himself to the status of .an or- 
dinary Chinese citizen. He gave u 
the dynastic appellation, taking his 
private given name Pu-yi—meaning 
‘Universal Righteousness”—~for © sur- 
rom and Henry for his given name.

story, told by his Chinese personal 
hysician, who recently escaped from 
lapaneso’ hands in Manchuria, that 
last year’s Tientsin rict was used by 
Pu-yi's uncles and Japanese agents to
